— in order lo achieve ma- 
ximum reduction in the Levels 
of the above weapons both un 
the part of NATO and of the 
Soviet Union, the agreement 
must envisage a reduction in 
their present numbers ol about 
one thousand to 300 each by the 
end oi 1990, with the establish- 
ment ol an inlermedlaiQ level of 
000 units on each side by Ihe 
end o[ 1985: 

— both sides will have the 
right to decide which weapuna 
they will reduce or, within the 
agreed numbers at their discre- 
tion, leplace or modernize, the 
frames to be specified additi- 
onally; 

— destruction would be the 
main method used for reducing 
tho numbers of medium-range 
missiles; this does not exclude 
the possibility that some of 
them be withdrawn beyond the 
mutually agreed borders; 

— provisions are to be drawn 
up lo provide adequate control 
over the Implementation by 
both sldeB of their commitments 
under the agreement;

Soviet power 
industry: prospects 
for development 


Pavel FALALEYEV, 

First Deputy Minister of 
Ihe Power Industry and 
Electrification of tho USSR 


The Soviet economy h based 
ou Ihe country’ll fuel ami ener- 
gy resources. It possesses half 
of all Ihe known coal reserves 
In the world. It also has Immen- 
se resources ol natural gas anil 
plentiful reserves ol oil. 

Nevertheless in the USSR we 
are working lo Improve pat- 
terns In fuel end energy genera- 
tion and consumption by lower- 
ing tho shore of oil used as fuel, 
replacing II with gas and coal, 
uud by developing nuclear ener- 
gy. Wo are also looking Inr bn- 
slcully now sources ol energy 
and are considering selling up 
a power Industry making use 
ol liter moil urlenr Imlon. 

In tiro 1 1th five-year plan ol 
1PIH-U5 the growth In genorallou 
q[ elerlilclty will be obtnlnnl 
ma I uly through tho use ol unc- 
lear fuel, hydroelectric powei 
nnd of coal In Iho eastern areas 
of the count i y. In Ihe current 
live-year plan nuclear and hyd- 
roelectric power projects will be 
responsible for 70 per cent ol I he 
Increase In ihe production of 
elnrlrlclty, whereas lire equiva- 
lent i inure In UI70-H0 wai only 
in pei ceul.

In Ihe development ol Hie hyd- 
roelectric power industry Ibe 
main alress Is pul oa Ihe cons- 
truction of electric power sta- 
tions In Siberia, the Far Easl, and 
Central Asia— areas rich In hyd- 
roelectric resources. Here we 
are building major pro|ecl> like 
ibe 6.4 million kilowatt Sayano- 
Shnshenakaya HEP on Ibe Yeni- 
sei River. 

The Soviet power Industry 
will still mainly be based on 
thermal condensation stations 
producing nearly 80 per cent of 
all eleclrldty In Ute USSR. 

Whereas until recently deve- 
lopment In thermoelectric power 
generation was mostly concen- 
trated In Ihe European USSR, the 
overwhelming majority of the 
new thermal power stations are 
to be built In Kazakhstan, Sibe- 
ria and In Ibe Soviet Far Ca si. 

The development has begun ot 
the rich coal reserves of the 
Eklbailitt coal field In Norlhem 
Kazakhstan and of tbe Kansk- 
Achinsk coal field In Eastern S1-. 
beria. Slailona built here are 
rated at 4 and fl.4 million kilo* 
walla.
